New Treatment 
For Cornbread .

If you are a recipe collector, 
you probably feel the same way 
At their best, these cooks can 
take a recipe that s been around 
for a long time and give it ar.

Here is one such invention, 
much enjoyed at our house Ba­ 
sic cornbread is laden with quar­ 
tered cherry tomatoes and green 
peppers and given a topping of 
green pepper rings and grated 
cheese The cheese melting over 
the top of the bread makes it 
look irresistible When we tried 
this recipe, we used a golder 
sharp cheddar cheese, but you 
may wish to choose a milder 
variety.

2 teaspoons baking powder
